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It is reported that on 27 August 1951, Gerhard 7iller, the DDR Minister 

of Machine Construction, paid a visit to the Cai] Zeiss plant in Jena in 

the company of two unidentified Russian generals in uniform, He talked for 
two hours with Hugo Schrade, director of Zeiss, principally about the research 
and development work being conducted at Zeiss by an engineer named Schmidt. 
Schmidt is working on an invention of his which ieportedly will simplify 

the making of weaving combs (llebeblatter) for the weaving of fine wire screen. 
Ziller complained that progress on the invention vas too slow, and ordered 
Schrade to place at Schmidt's disposal whatever personnel and equipment he 
needed to complete his experinents, adding that this invention must be per 
fected at any cost. Ziller also stated that Schmict would get a very generous 
bors, perhaps 10,000 DM, if bis invention proved rractical, ani that all 
others associated with him in the experiments would be appropriitely rewarded. 
Schrade agreed to this proposal and then asked Zillkr why so miny specialists 
had: recently left the Neustadt nickel wire screen plant. Ziller replied 

that the West was going to all lengths to buy up these specizlists, "since 

it was a question of atoms", 


Zeiss is working on an order for thirty diamond dies for the WWA-Rothenburg 
plant.(1) Fourteen of these were delivered in mid-August 1951. ind the

Chernichenkov, Chief of the SKK Reparations Division, /xteLlung iI, visited 
Zeiss, Jena, on 27 July 1951 in the company of one Petiov (sce below).

as 2. D. Pritfeinrichtungen. The letter was addressed to FPN 27331, Berlin~ 
Karlshorst, Marksburgstr. 48. Thirty of these microscopes were delivered 

in April 1951 and the remaining fifteen in June 1951, Palilov, tie Russian
